G E N E R A L M A IN T E N A N C E . Perhaps you al­ 
ready have an automatic heating system. W ell, there 
are still some things to be done. Before the heating 
season begins, arrange with your dealer to inspect 
your equipment. He w ill check the operation of electrical and mechanical 
parts, the thermostat contacts, the furnace or boiler, and prepare the 
plant for the heating season. Don’t overlook the smoke pipe and the 
chimney, either. These may need cleaning and repair. If s much simpler 
to have this work done while the weather is mild than to be forced to have 
it done when the mercury is hovering around zero. 


IM P R O V E M E N T S IN O P E R A T IO N . Have you a balky radiator that 
results in a cold or uncomfort:^)le room ? Perhaps the vent valve needs 
cleaning. The small openings clog up so that air can’t be released and the 
radiator won’t heat. If radiators heat unevenly you’ll be interested in 
vent valves with variable openings. These can be set so that the radiator 
farthest axvay heats as fast as the one nearest the boiler. There are 
peciai valves for the steam mains in the cellar, too, so that air in them 
can be vented quickly. This means that radiators w ill heat faster when 
’ he thermostat calls for heat. Still another type of valve is the vacuum 
typo which converts the steam system to a vapor system. Equipped with 
these, the radiators hold the heat longer because air, once vented, is not 
allowed to re-enter. 


For the hot-water heating system of the g ravity type, you may want 
to consider the installation of a water circulating pump. W ater circula­ 
tion is speeded up so that, here again, radiators heat faster, and the 
lieut ing system is more responsive to the demands of the room thermo­ 
stat. Decreasing tho variation in room-temperature change means greater 
comfort. Tho installation of such a pump may mean the difference between 
an unsatisfactory heating system and one from which you can derive real 
comfort. 


The g ravity warm-air heating system can be reconditioned, too, for 
more uniform heating. The addition of a blower to your present furnace 
xviii mean quick, uniform heating throughout the house. Besides the posi- 
«ive circulation of warm air. the air can be filtered, and hum idifying equip- 
im nt can be added, if desired. These features of air circulation, air filter­ 
ing, and hum idifying can also be added to steam or hot-water heating 
Systems. Equipm ent and controls can be connected to your existing sys- 
.'.n so that vs inter air conditioning is possible ta your home.
